Commissioner Connie Hudson: Tonie Anne Coumanis

being here today. It is our pleasure to have you here to
recognize Domestic Violence Awareness Month and the
wonderful work you do in our community in helping in every
way that you can to prevent it.

MOBILE COUNTY RECOGNIZES DOMESTIC

WHEREAS: For too long, domestic violence was a secret
kept in families. Today, we recognize that we all play a
significant role in helping to prevent and address domestic

WHEREAS: Ending domestic violence requires not only
the resolve and courage of survivors, but also the support
and involvement of all of us;
